FIREMEN’S POLES INSTALLED 

For commuters in a hurry, Hamptons Subway’s 
board of directors has voted funding to build 
firemen’s poles alongside the escalators on 


many of our subway stops. “The subway system, 
when built in 1927, was never intended for either 
escalators or firemen’s poles,” Subway Manager 
Harry Barnes told the newsletter. “We’ve fitted 
in escalators at all stations, but with the new 
poles authorized, there might not be room for 
them at some stations. Whatever we can have in 
will be put in before the summer rush, though. 
So if you want to slide down to the platform fast, 
just look for the pole when you approach the 
escalators and if you don’t see one it’s probably 
because you are in a station that doesn’t have 
one, so don’t waste your time looking, just take 
the escalator.” 


DOG FRIENDLY PLATFORMS 

Hamptons Subway is adding still another new 
service, though it’s on an experimental basis. 
We’ll evaluate at the end of April. Until then, 
every Wednesday, all day, we will allow dogs 
on one particular platform. This week, dogs are 
welcomed on the Hampton Bays platform from 
dawn to dusk. Watch for the notices of where 
the dog friendly platforms are every week. You 
must swipe your subway card for your dog as 
well as yourself to get out to the platform, but 


you can just run your dog around down there 
without going anywhere, if that’s what you want. 


ESCALATOR BREAK DOWN . 

As you probably know, Hamptons Subway 
replaces all the leather escalator motor belts 
every three months on all the escalators so 
escalators are never out of service from a 
broken escalator. motor belt. Last Tuesday © 
was Escalator Motor Belt Changing Day, but 
unfortunately two escalators in the system had 
the new belts installed upside down and they 
quickly slid off their hubs. So the breakdown was 
a sliding error, not a breaking error. We regret all 
the delays on the escalators at Amagansett and 
Hampton Bays that day. 


THE DIORAMA 

Hamptons Subway, as it does every year, puts 
out its diorama of the future of the Hamptons 
Subway on the Southampton platform for a 


‘week to draw suggestions into the little box on 


the side. The diorama, 7 by 12 feet, this year 
looks the same as it did last year because the 
new improvements on the system this year 
are below ground and the diorama shows the ~ 
whole South Fork from the air.

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HAMPTONS DEPORTATIONS 

In recent weeks, Hamptons Police have stepped 
up enforcement of both the Hamptons ID law 
and the Stipulated Funding Requirement law 
and have begun rounding up noncompliant 
individuals and sending them back across the 
Shinnecock Canal. The Hamptons ID law requires 
that residents of the Hamptons (understood 
as all points east of the canal) carry photo 
identification identifying themselves as such, 
and the Stipulated Funding Requirement law 
mandates that every man, woman and child 
visiting the Hamptons should have at least 
$300 in cash on his or her person at all times. 
Hamptons Police are under orders to remove 
all individuals who are unable to comply with at 
least one of these laws. Over this past weekend, 
the police reported finding 369 people who 
were in violation according to this standard, 
and delivered these to staging areas located 
around the Hamptons where they were placed 
on buses and driven to the highway rest area 
west of the canal. While the majority of the 
noncompliant individuals were visitors with 
inadequate cash flow, there were at least 72 


residents of the Hamptons who had yet to 
apply for the Hamptons ID to prove their legal 
status. Hamptons PD spokesman Larry Hirsch 
admitted that the police actions are somewhat 
harsh, but called them a stopgap. “Personally, 
I think we would be better served by building 
an impenetrable structure along the canal and 
stopping the bad apples before they get in,” 
he told reporters. “In the meantime, while it’s 
a messy business, people can be assured that 
we're doing our best to keep our streets clean 
of the riff-raff.” 


DRONE NOISE ADDRESSED 

Officials at Hamptons Drone-a-Drome, the only 
legal takeoff and landing site for drone aircraft 
east of the Shinnecock Canal, responded 
to public outcry this week by issuing new 
rules regarding hours during which users 
can launch or land their drones there. They 
also specified flight paths for drones to avoid 
densely populated areas. “We’ve been receiving 
noise complaints practically nonstop since 
Christmas,” explains Drone-a-Drome director 
Peter Packesel. “That’s when the number of 
drones in use in the Hamptons took off, as it 
were.” According to residents living close to the 
Drone-a-Drome, the insistent sound of drones 
has been constant and inescapable. “I haven’t 
slept since Boxing Day, and I’m about ready to 
take the law into my own hands,” says Dorothy 
Chambers, whose neighborhood borders the 
Drone-a-Drome. The new restrictions effectively 
limit drone use to daylight hours. @&

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I Paid $2,400 for Land I Think Actor Colin Jost Bought for $2.149 Million

ere’s an item that was in the South of the 
Highway column in Dan’s Papers last week. 


“Saturday Night Live performer Colin Jost 
recently closed on a home in Montauk’s Hither 
Woods. The 2,600-square-foot house, built in 
1960, sits on 1.2 acres. Jost reportedly paid 
$2.149 million for the slice of East End heaven.” 


You know, it’s a funny thing when you've been 


around a long time and can remember back to > 


how things were. Some of it is just amazing. 

Take this item, for example. I have reason to 
believe that .at one time I owned this parcel. It 
came about this way: In 1959 real estate man 
Frank Tuma called to tell me that there was a 
lot in Hither Hills I could buy that was selling 
way below market. I told him I wasn’t ready to 
own a home yet. I was living with my parents. 
But he persisted and talked me into it. It was 
just a piece of vacant land, and pieces the same 
size around it were selling for twice what this 
one was. 


It was the first piece of property I ever owned. - 


But it was also special. All the properties in this 
community—some had small houses on them 
and others were just land—had exclusive rights 


to a half-mile-long stretch of ocean dunes just 
on the other side of the Old Montauk Highway 
there. Nobody else could cross over to that 
beach but us property owners. And nobody 
could build there. 

I went down to Hither Hills to look at what I'd 
bought. You could hear the ocean, and if you 
built a house on this property, you would see it. 
I had no intention of building. But what I did do 
that day was walk from this site on Grant Drive 
to the beach reserve to get the hang of it. It was 
just a five-minute walk. 

When that summer came, as it happened, 
I moved out of my parents’ house to a small 
bungalow with an ocean view not far from this 
property on Grant Drive. It was on Washington 
Drive. All the streets in this area were named for 
presidents. I’m sure if you know this area, you 
know where this is. After the summer ended, I 
went back to college. I was only 20 years old at 
this time. 

Being 20 years old back then, if you had a job 
and saved a little bit, you could buy a patch of 
land like this. The next step up was to build. 
Well, I was not ready for that yet. 

When I tell you what | paid for this property, 
you are going to scream. But you should know 
that the following year I received an offer to 
sell this property and did so and doubled my 


money. Wow. That was the best deal I ever 
made, is what I thought at the time, although 
I did grieve for having given up my share in a 
half-mile long beach. On the other hand, that 
was no big deal. You could go to any beach 
you wanted (other than this stretch) anywhere 
without having any kind of parking sticker. 

Okay, here’s what | paid. For the rental on 
Washington Drive, I paid $600 for the summer. 
For the property I bought, I paid $2,400. And 
I sold it for $4,900. By the way, a brand new 
Chevrolet Impala convertible could be bought 
new for $3,000 in 1960. 

Six years later, now married, I rented a two- 
bedroom bungalow south of Montauk Highway 
in the Georgica section of East Hampton for the 
summer, and, when fall came, the owners went 
into a divorce and. asked me to buy it. | did. It 
cost $9,250. And three years later | sold it for 
$21,500. Another big killing. 

The big change in everything real estate out 
here began in 1970. Before 1970, the value of 
a home was approximately 10 times what it 
would fetch in rent for a year. Since rent was 
approximately 20% of any middle class person’s 
income, it was quite do-able. 

Today, you need an amount equal to the GDP 
of Bulgaria to buy any of it. So nobody can live 
here anymore. #& 
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Talking with Cover Artist Daniel Pollera

winter light holds a starfish, 


a shell and bottles, keeping the memory—or 
promise—of summer in mind. 
Pollera is best known for his outdoor scenes— 


he’s the artist behind the authentically executed _ 


oils of 19th and 20th century South Shore 
bay houses that sit on posts above the salt 
marsh. His paintings pay homage to Long Island 
Traditions, the arts organization dedicated 
“to document and preserve the living cultural 
traditions of Long Island’s ethnic, occupational 
and architectural heritage.” 

Close observation reveals connections 
between the cover painting and Pollera’s 
trademark works. “Inside Looking Out” is the 
inside of one of Pollera’s iconic bay houses, 
and the beach objects on the window sill make 
it apparent that what’s outside is Pollera’s 
beloved sea. Pollera was born in the seaside 
town of Freeport. Thirty-eight years ago, he 
obtained a Captain’s License from the U.S. Coast 
Guard and started a charter boat business. 


What made you decide to “go inside” for 
this painting? 

The inspiration came from a photo I took last 
year, early winter, inside the Stenzel Bay House, 
which sits on Scow Creek in Baldwin. Ryan 
Stenzel, the owner, inherited the house from 
his grandfather William. It is one of the original 
bay house structures, built around the 1920s. 
Old boards and beams are still visible inside 
this old house. I loved looking out at such a 
beautiful view at the early winter sunset, with 
bottles and a starfish silhouetted. The painting 
now lives in a Southampton home. 


You note that you are self-taught, but can 
you talk about how your career developed, 
particularly studying commercial art at 
SUNY Farmingdale? 

I went to Catholic school, and in the 4th grade 
the nuns would get about 30 kids together every 
Friday for art classes. They’d put up a picture 
and we’d have to copy it. What they considered 
the five best would be put on exhibit. Well, 
every week I was in that group, the only boy, 
so I figured that I was different and that got 
me started. In high school [Valley Stream] | 
took every art class they had, and I often went 
to another school for more. I did well, I had a 
good eye. I studied commercial art at night for a 
year at SUNY Farmingdale because, well, that’s 
where the jobs were. 

When! went on a job interview, the interviewer 
was more distressed than I was, telling me 
how rough the field was and how Id better 


be committed. I wasn’t. I did wind up working 
in a sign shop for a few years, and also 
working for my father in construction, but 
once I got out to the East End | fell in love 
with the water and all things maritime, and | 
started painting, first in acrylic, but oil seemed 
richer to me. Nowadays I’m loosening up 
more, doing more layers, glazes. I’m 
fortunate in not only doing what I love but 
in getting commissions to. keep 
doing it. 


How does photography inform your work? 

I love playing around with a camera, 
which I use basically for information. Who 
can remember all we see? Maybe the 
image inspires me, but creativity is at the 
heart of what I do on canvas, adjusting for 
color, composition, other values. Lately, 
I've been doing something else, though, 
something I stumbled on a couple of years 
ago: cutting out sections of an image 
and painting on it, or using multiple photos. 
I like the effect. I can use the image and 
create a whole new background. However, 
“Inside Looking Out” does not use any 
photographic images. @&L

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A Lesson for Documentarians in the Hamptons, Any Two

here’s two things I would like to be able 

to say I’ve done before I die. One is, “We 
pulled off the heist.” The other is, “I have to be 
back home by 11 because that’s when the film 
crew is coming.” ; 

Fact is, it seems very unlikely I will get to pull 
off a heist. On the other hand, yesterday | got to 
tell a friend, “I have to be home by 11 because 
that’s when the film crew is coming.” 

The film is called Killer Bees and it’s about 
Bridgehampton High School’s penchant for 
winning state championships in high school 
basketball. They've won it nine times in the 
past 30 years—a remarkable achievement—and 
last year they were led to the championship 
by Charles Manning Jr., whose father, Maurice 
Manning, 25 years ago led that long ago team to 
the championship. Father and son. Furthermore, 
the Killer Bees may win it again this year. 

The filmmakers are Ben and Orsen Cummings, 


who went to Bridgehampton High School in 
the years when their “Killer Bees” started 
making their run. They were interviewing me 
because I’ve known them since they were 
little—I was good friends with their parents, the 
late Richard Cummings and Mary Cummings, 
both of Bridgehampton. Also I am very familiar 
with Bridgehampton, since | both lived there for 
a time and my Dan’s Papers office was there for 
a long, long time. So I’m quite familiar with the 
Killer Bees. 

“We’ve been going to every game,” Orson told 
me when he was at my house. We were filming 
in the library. “And they are undefeated so far!” 

I have all the back issues of Dan’s Papers 
in the library going back to its founding in 
1960. They are in 166 bound volumes, and the 
167th volume is halfway filled, the last addition 
(edition) being last week. 

Ben took out his cellphone. 

“So I could Google ‘Dan’s Papers and 
Killer Bees,’ get a date for a story you 
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ran and you could pull it out of your library?” 

I told him I could. 

“Let’s do two,” he said. He got me two dates, 
and I went to the black volumes in the library 
and pulled out the two volumes they were in, 
put them on a desk and we opened them and 
found the stories. Ben filmed me doing this. 
We did it twice. Action. Go to bookcase, get out 
volumes, put on desk. Cut. 

The brothers Ben and Orson are not the only 
two people making a documentary out here 
at the present time. There are two women, 
Jennifer Brooke and Beatrice Alda (daughter 
of Alan and Arlene Alda), running around Sag 
Harbor making a movie called The Legs. The 
legs are white fiberglass 16-foot-tall female 
legs created by artist Larry Rivers that the 
owners of the Vered Gallery, Ruth Vered and 
Janet Lehr, put up on the front lawn of their 
home on Madison Street in 2008 and which the

been trying to get the gallery owners to take 
down. The legs are really just the stepping-off 
point for the film, which is about local and 
summer people downtown, and how they are 
for or against just about everything that takes 
place in this small town.

the filmmaking that were subsequently 
described. The Legs. Killer Bees. Ben and 
Orson, Jennifer and Beatrice, etc. 

I think I am onto something here. As we 
continue on, discussing films I have been 
involved with personally both here and 
elsewhere, you will notice that everything 
is coming up twos. Filmmaking, successful 
filmmaking, seems to hang on these twos. 
This is important new information. You 

will read of one single exception at the end. 

My first encounter with filmmakers on the © 
East End was with the movie Grey Gardens made 
by the two brothers Albert and David Maysles. 
The documentary they made was about two 
women, a mother and daughter, named “Big 
Edie” and “Little Edie,” who were the aunt and 
cousin, respectively, of Jackie Kennedy and 
Lee Radziwill, the famous sisters who grew up 
in East Hampton years ago. The documentary 
was then made into a movie starring Drew 
Barrymore as “Little Edie” and Jessica Lange as 
“Big Edie.” I got to know the filmmaker, Albert 
Maysles, pretty well during this time. He invited 
me to his home on Fishers Island. 

I also met two other filmmakers in this 
community around that time. They are now quite 
famous, but when I met them in Bridgehampton 
they were just teenagers and had not, of course, 
begun their careers. I knew their parents, John 
and Susan Weitz. Susan had been an actress 
(stage name Susan Kohner). But John had been ~ 
all sorts of things, an enormously fascinating 
man. He was a spy in Germany during World 
War Il, he was a fashion designer, a novelist, a 
historian and an industrial designer. 


The documentary was then 
made into a movie starring Drew 
Barrymore as “Little Edie” and 
Jessica Lange as “Big Edie.” 


Anyway, his sons are Paul and Chris Weitz, 
and they made the movie American Pie when 
they grew up and moved to Hollywood, and 
later were nominated for an Oscar.

Scotty Fitzpatrick Returns to Make Good Weather and Saves the Day

A s we approached the end of 2015, it became 
clear to all of us that the warming of the 
planet was just not going to play out here on 
eastern Long Island as we had hoped. The 
idea was we'd finish out the year a quarter 
of a degree warmer than the year before, 
which would have given us a slightly longer 
tourist season than we’ve had in the past. The 
longer tourist years have been creeping up and 
creeping up. What used to be summer seasons 
that began in the middle June and went to 
Labor Day have now expanded to Memorial Day 
to the end of September. 

A lot of bad things have been said 
about global warming. This was one of the 
good things. 

Unfortunately, 2015 got off to a very bad start, 
in a certain sense. In January, when the average 
‘temperature was supposed to be 31 degrees, 
it was, in fact, 28. Then in February the roof 
fell in, or, to put it another way, the bottom 
fell out. February’s average was supposed to 
be 33 degrees. With below zero temperatures 
and tons of snow, it came in at a bitter average 
temperature of just 19 degrees. March followed 
with further temperatures lower than normal 
and April was more of the same. At this point, 
we were on average way, way below normal. 
And it occurred to me that if not only what 


goes down goes up eventualy (and then-some, « 


with global warming), we might be looking 
at a summer season that would begin at the 
beginning of May and take us all the way 
through to the middle of October. Nearly six 
months of summer. 

In fact, during those six months we were 
indeed warmer than normal. It was enough for 
people to notice it and praise the longer summer 
temperatures. But in fact, when you looked at it 
compared to what the average temperature has 
usually been, we were up on average during 
these six months just one degree. This was more 
than we could expect from global warming. But 
with the astonishing lows at the beginning of 
the year so enormous, it still left us so far, far 
behind what it usually would be. If we coasted 
in with normal temperatures for the rest of the 
year, in fact, we would be so far behind for the 
year that it was just as astonishing. 

In fact, if you add up all the degrees we 
had fallen behind, the total was at that point 
27 degrees. We would have to make up 13.5 
degrees in each of the final two months of the 
year to get back to slightly above normal, as we 
were supposed to. 

Could it be done? I knew one man who could 
make that happen. He was in retirement now, 
living in Cape Canaveral, Florida, but for 20 years, 
between 1980 and 2000, Scotty Fitzpatrick, a 
brilliant engineer, had manipulated the weather 
on eastern Long Island by running a series 


~of +-steam- *-and: + static-- (Contd on next page )- 
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electricity-producing furnaces in a factory up 
in the woods of Water Mill. If he could get 
the pressure up high enough, this material 
could warm up or cool off the weather over 
the eastern end to make the best of whatever 
weather was being shoved into this community 
from the west. 

(Weather moves west to east, as you know. 
The earth turns clockwise, and though the 
atmosphere can’t keep up, it still nevertheless 
slides along, forcing the weather to come that 
way. That’s how it is.) 

Scotty. was employed by a consortium of 
chambers of commerce out here who had built 
this factory to Scotty’s specifications. About 40 
men were employed there, shoveling coal into 
these furnaces, or not doing so. The system 
worked. And, occasionally, I would place a 
call to Scotty and ask him how he was doing, 
what was coming in and what could he do 
about it. 

“It’s gonna be tough,” he’d say in that 
loveable Scottish brogue. “Heavy rains, strong 
winds. But we think we can hold them off 
until Monday if we shovel hard enough.” 
And then he and his men_ would 
do that. 

In 2000, however, Scotty got it all wrong. 
Something was causing him to fail to keep up, 
and he never knew what it was. So he resigned, 
we gave him a gold watch, and he moved to 
Cape Canaveral. 

In late October, I called Scotty and begged 
him to come back. | told him what was going 
on. And, finally, he agreed, provided, he 


said, we didn’t report on it unless he was 
successful. And he would only do it for 


’ five months, until the end of winter. 


“I'd lock up the trailer,” he said. “Good to get 
away from the snow birds, taking over here 
down in Florida. I'll be there soon as | can. See if 
I can get it fixed. But, again, it’s all hush-hush to 
see how | make out. Never could find out what 
was wrong up there.” : 

Scotty arrived in late October, and after two 
weeks of hiring workers, cleaning up and firing 
up his abandoned factory, he told me he had 
found the problem. One of the vacuum tubes 
in his old generator was faulty. He’d gotten 
another one. 

“Hard to 
he said. 

It was for that reason that on November 6, the 
temperatures soared to a record 71 degrees. | 
am sure you remember it. But Scotty couldn’t 
hold on to it. And he asked that I continue to 
not tell anybody. I asked him to call me when 
he got it further fixed, whatever it was. I’d keep 
the faith. 

Well, now it can be told. Scotty discovered 
that the replacement vacuum tube was also 
faulty, at least on an intermittent basis, and so 
he had ordered another one. He got it in and the 
place up and rolling again for real this time, just 
before Thanksgiving. 

“We're giving it all we’ve got,” Scotty enthused 
on November 24. 

You know the rest. The month of December 
came through with the highest temperatures 
since record keeping began out here.

Ward Melville’s Legacy, 76 Years and meet 


BY BARBARA ANNE KIRSHNER 


ong Island doesn’t lack for quaint little towns 

to visit. Do we ever pause to consider the 
visionaries who planned and developed these 
treasured places that we enjoy today? “The Three 
Village area might never have been born if Frank and 
Jenny Melville, the parents of Ward Melville, didn’t 
get on the wrong train,” explains Gloria Rocchio, 
President of the Ward Melville Heritage Organization 
(WMHO). “They thought they were headed to East 
Hampton and wound up in this area instead.” The 
Three Village area includes Stony Brook, Poquott, 
and all of Setauket. Rocchio, a fount of first-hand 
information, was an assistant to Dorothy Melville, 
Ward Melville’s wife. Ward Melville created the 
quaint Stony Brook Village practically from scratch, 
making it a destination for visitors from across the 
Island. Rocchio spoke with Dan’s Papers about the 
historic village’s development and Melville’s legacy. 


How old is the Three Village area? 

On January 10, 1940, Ward Melville hosted a 
dinner for the townspeople at the Three Village 
Inn. He presented a model for the Stony Brook 
Village. Melville explained it would be built at his 
own expense and people could remain in their 
same. locations: On January 19, 2016, we will hold-a 
dinner featuring the same menu served on that day. 


What were Melville’s original plans for the village? 
Melville was a philanthropist who dreamed of 


creating a living Williamsburg where history blended 
with the natural environment. The Village Center is 
crescent-shaped, the center being a Federal-style 
post office with a wooden eagle that flaps its wings 
[on the hour]. The two-acre village green in front 
offers an open vista to the harbor allowing for 
magnificent views of the sunsets. 

It involved purchasing and restoring historic 
buildings, then relocating. them. Other buildings 
were razed. Melville had one million cubic yards of 
dirt moved at his own expense. 

He built roads and communities. All the homes had 
a covenant that required them to be white with black 
shutters to give the look of a New England village. 


When was the Village Center completed? 

It was completed on December 7, 1941, Pearl 
Harbor Day, and has been recognized as the first 
planned business community in the United States. 
Melville built the Old Field Club to give people a 
social life out here. He was truly the Robert Moses of 
the North Shore. Melville died in 1977 and is buried 
in Setauket. Dorothy died in 1989 at 95 years of age. 

He built the Carriage Museum in 1950, the Art 
Museum in early ‘60s and the History Museum 
in the late ’60s. The Suffolk Museum, which. is 
now the location of the Jazz Loft on Christian 


~Avenue, was -built-in 1940- by _Ward.-Melville. and 


founded by Dorothy. They constructed Dogwood 
Hollow, an amphitheater that opened the summer of 
1951 offering concerts and festivals. It closed then 
reopened several times until the early ’70s.

I did, however, get motivated enough to head to 
New York recently to sit in a warm library-cum-bar 
to take in a performance of Drunk Shakespeare 
(drunkshakespeare.com). It’s a lot like it sounds. 
I prepared for the experience with a lunch of fine 
Lebanese fare by candlelight at L’Ybane Wine Bar

under strict federal and state fisheries management 
regulations, from the waters off of eastern Long 
Island. The culinary leaders are all founding members 
of Dock to Dish, the first Restaurant Supported 
Fishery program in the country, and have now 
entered a first-of-its-kind partnership with The 
Long Island Commercial Fishing Association and 
the Bridgehampton Edible School Garden program, 
to make wild, sustainable, traceable local seafood 
accessible to area youth using their novel fishburger 
format—The Montauk Fishburger Project. 

The prototype fishburger, which utilizes only local 
species of wild finfish that are rated sustainable by 


‘the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Association 


(NOAA), was created by adapting a recipe from 
chef Eric Ripert of Le Bernardin. It will be served 
to students on buns made from organic flour 
derived from indigenous strains of wheat grown and 
harvested at Amber Waves Farm in Amagansett. The 
fishburger will include kelp from the Long Island 
Sound, grown and harvested by ocean farmer Bren 
Smith in the Thimble Islands. 


owner at The Honest Man Restaurant Group said in 
a statement: “We are in the middle of a movement 
to bring back our farming and fishing culture here 
on the East End. Two things that have stood in the 
way of returning local seafood to our households 
and school system have been the amount of labor 
that goes into preparing fish dishes, along with a 
resistance from younger people to try foods that 
they are unfamiliar with. The Montauk Fishburger 
Project solves those problems.” Realmuto adds, “The 
Montauk Fishburger has been a very nice addition 
to our menu at Rowdy Hall, and created quite a bit 
of excitement with both our staff and our guests. 
The Fishburgers became an instant crowd favorite 
because they were so tasty, but being that they 
are also local and sustainable, we felt good about 
serving them knowing that they represent a broader 
picture of what we do here and what Rowdy Hall is 
all about.”
